Reports from Veracruz — Inspection and fumigation of vessels— Sani 
tary conditions and measures — Mosquitoes not numerous. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Frick reports, May 6: 

Week ended May 4, 1907. May 3, inspected the Norwegian steamship ■ 
Olaf ' Kyrre, bound for an American port via Cienfuegos, with 28 in the 
crew, vessel sails in ballast. April 30, inspected the Mexican steam- 
ship Olympia, bound for New Orleans via Ascension Bay, with 33 in 
the crew and 2 passengers; vessel sails in partial cargo and cattle for 
Ascension Bay. May 2, inspected the American steamship Monterey, 
bound for New York via Progreso and Habana, with 95 in the crew, 100 
cabin and 20 steerage passengers; vessel sails in general cargo. May 3, 
fumigated the American schooner Martha, bound for Sabine Pass, with 
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6 in the crew; time of last exposure 6.45 a. m. Inspected the Norwe- 
gian steamship Leander, bound for an American port via Cuba, with 25 
in the crew; vessel sails in ballast. May 4, fumigated the British 
steamship Aibara, bound for New Orleans, with 25 in the crew; vessel 
sails in ballast; time of last exposure 7.10 a. m. Fumigated the 
Norwegian steamship City of Tampico, bound for New Orleans, with 
20 in the crew and 11 passengers; vessel sails in a general cargo; 
time of last exposure 7.45 a. m. Fumigated the French steamship 
Louisiane, bound for New Orleans via Tampico, with 62 in the crew 
and 2 cabin and 7 steerage passengers; vessel sails in general cargo. 
Inspected the Danish steamship St. Thomas, bound for Galveston via 
Tampico, with 50 in the crew; vessel sails in a general cargo. No 
quarantinable disease was reported during the week. Few mosquitoes 
are to be seen. Permanent sanitary improvements are gradual!}' 
being made. Sanitary inspection is made in the central portion of 
the city. 

Week ended May 11, 1907: 

May 8, fumigated the Mexican schooner Minerva, bound for Pasca- 
goula, with 10 in the crew; vessel sails in ballast; time of last exposure, 
10 a. m. Inspected the British steamship Ursula Bright, bound for a 
port via Progreso, with 28 in the crew; vessel sails in ballast. May 9, 
inspected the American steamship Merida, bound for New York via 
Progreso and Habana, with 127 crew, 88 cabin and 293 steerage pas- 
sengers; vessel sails in general cargo. May 10, inspected the Ameri- 
can schooner Henrietta J. Powell, bound for Pascagoula, with 8 in 
the crew; vessel sails in ballast. Inspected the British steamship 
Senator, bound for New Orleans via Coatzacoalcos, with 40 in the crew; 
vessel sails in the remainder of an European cargo. Ma\ r 11, fumi- 
gated the British steamship Annis, bound for Gulf port, with 28 in 
the crew; vessel sails in ballast; time of last exposure, 4.20 p. m. 

No quarantinable disease was reported during the week, and there 
are but few mosquitoes. The underground gutters, with occasional 
openings leading from the yards to the streets, are at present the most 
favorable breeding places for mosquitoes.
